TREATMENT OF PARASITES 
My m ail con tain s an average 
of three letters a day askin g for 
the treatm en t of pin worm s. An d 
although I have w ritten on the 
subject m an y tim es I will repeat 
here for the ben efit of those m an y 
in terested person s. 
It should be said at the outset 
th a t there is n o excuse for havin g 
pin worm s. We kn ow w hat they 
are, w here they come from, an d 
we have late an d im proved m eth­ 
ods of treatin g them . 
The pin worm , or thread worm , 
is the sm allest w orm which acts 
as a hum an in testin al parasite. It 
can be seen by the n aked eye, 
however, an d is readily iden tified 
because the n am e thread w orm 
describes ’it — it looks like the 
sn ippin gs of w hite thread. It oc­ 
curs alm ost exclusively in chil­ 
dren . It in habits the low er sm all 
in testin e, especially the appen dix 
an d rectum . It develops in en or­ 
mous n um bers. 
V ery A n n oy in g A ilm en t. 
It seldom causes an y serious 
disease, although cases have been 
reported 
of 
sufficien t 
n um bers 
accum ulatin g in the appen dix to 
cause sym ptom s resem blin g ap­ 
pen dicitis. But w hile n o serious 
disease is ascribable to the in fes­ 
tation they can be very an n oyin g 
because at n ight the worm s w an ­ 
der out from the bowel an d cause 
great irritation an d itchin g of the 
skin . 
The treatm en t is effective, but 
requires patien ce. The latest drug 
used for pin w’orm in festation is 
phen olthiazin e. It is given in dos­ 
age of about three grain s a day 
for seven days. For children it 
can be m ixed in oatm eal. A dults 
usually fin d n o difficulty in sw al­ 
lowin g capsules of it.

the idea that there are those creeds 
that are su perior to any other. Bu t 
that, of cou rse, is ju st my opinion. 
I like to feel that all creeds are 
w orking tow ards the same goal 
even if b y different rou tes. 
Now for Scotty ’s letter: 
D ear M inerva: 
Ex-Pagan, w riting in y ou r col­ 
u m n, m akes the claim that there 
m u st b e Apostolic su ccession, and 
he fu rtherm ore m akes the claim 
that this su ccession can b e traced 
down from Peter to the present 
day .

wom an. Let m e call attention to a 
few passages from D raper’s “His­ 
tory of the Intellectu al Develop­

“C onstantine 
was one of the vicars of Christ. 
A fterw ards, 
Stephen 
IV 
was 
chosen. The ey es of Constantine 
w ere then pu t 
ou t 
b y 
Stephen, 
acting in C hrist’s place. The ton­ 
gu e of the Bishop Theodoru s was 
am pu tated b y the m an who had 
b een su b stitu ted for God. 
This 
b ishop was left in a du ngeon to 
perish w ith thirst. Leo III was 
seized in the street and forced into 
a chu rch, w here the nephew s of 
A drian attem pted to pu t ou t his 
ey es and cu t off his tongu e. His 
su ccessor Stephen V, was driven 
Ignominou sly from Rome. 
His 
Su ccessor, Paschal I, was accu sed 
of b linding and m u rdering tw o 
ecclesiastics in the L ateran Palace. 
John VIII, u nab le to resist the 
M oham m edans, was com pelled to 
pay them trib u te. 
“At 
this tim e the 
Bishop 
of 
Naples was in secret alliance w ith 
M oham m edans, and they divided 
w ith this b ishop the plu nder they 
collected 
from 
other 
Catholics. 
This 
b ishop 
w as. excom m u ni­ 
cated b y the pope; afterw ards he 
gave him ab solu tion b ecau se he 
b etray ed the chief M oham m edans, 
and assassinated others. 
There 
was an ecclesiastical conspiracy to 
m u rder the pope, and some of the 
treasu res of 
the 
chu rch 
w ere 
seized, and the gate of St. P an- 
crazia was opened w ith false key s 
to adm it the Saracens, Formosu s, 
who had b een engaged in these 
transactions, who had b een ex ­ 
com m u nicated as a conspirator, 
for the m u rder of Pope John, was 
him self elected pope in 891. Boni­ 
face VI was his su ccessor. He had 
b een deposed from the diaconate 
and from the priesthood for his 
im m oral and lewd life. Stephen 
VII w as the next pope, and he had 
the dead b ody of Form osu s taken 
from the grave, clothed in papal 
hab ilm ents, propped 
u p 
in 
a 
chair, and tried b efore a Cou ncil. 
The corpse was fou nd gu ilty , three 
fingers 
w ere cu t off, 
and 
the 
b ody cast into the Tib er. A fter­ 
w ards 
Stephen VII wa.s throw n 
into prison and strangled.” 
“From 896 to 900, five popes 
w ere consecrated. 
Leo V, in less 
than two m onths after he b e­ 
cam e pope, was cast into prison 
b y C hristopher, one of his chap­ 
lains. 
This C hristopher u su rped 
his place, and in a little while was 
expelled from Rome b y Sergiu s 
III, w ho b ecam e pope in 905. This 
pope lived in crim inal intercou rse 
w ith the celeb rated Theodora, who 
w ith her dau ghters M arozia and 
Theodora, b oth prostitu tes, exer­ 
cised 
an 
extraordinary 
control 
over him. 
The love of Theodora 


was also shared b y John X. 
She 
gave him the A rchb ishoporic of 
Ravenna, and m ade him pope in 
915. 
The dau ghter of Theodora 
overthrew this pope. 
She su r­ 
prised him in the L ateran Palace. 
His b rother, Peter, w as killed; the 
pope 
was 
throw n 
into prison, 
w here he w as afterw ard m u rd­ 
ered. 
A fterw ard

M arozia, 
dau ghter of Theodora, m ade her
